One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, by quarterly Instalments 
or Issues not exceeding Ninety thousand Pounds per Quarter, the 
First Instalment thereof to become due and payable in the Quarter 15 
ending the Thirtieth Day of June One thousand eight hundred and 
sixtv-two : And whereas sundry Advances or Loans have been made 
by the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland under the said 
first-recited Act and the several Acts since passed for amending and 
extending the same, for the Purposes in the same Acts specified, and 20 
great Benefits have been derived therefrom, and further Advances or 
Loans are required for the like Objects : Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 25

Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt on account of England, 
the Public Works Loan Frmd for Ireland,” which Account the 
10 Governor and Company of the Bank of England shall and they are 
hereby required to continue in their Books accordingly, and the said 
Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt shall continue 
and keep or cause to be continued and kept in their Office a Book or 
Books in which all Monies transferred to the said last-mentioned 
15 Account by virtue of this Act and the said recited Act of the 
Seventh Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty shall be kept apart 
from all other Monies, and such Monies shall be by the same 
Commissioners held subject to the Disposal of the said Commissioners 
of Public Works for the several Purposes of the said first-recited 
20 Act aird the other Acts amending the same and of this Act.
